NITE, which will involve teams of 4 QRPers building and operating Rockmites.

Hi Alex: 


QST had a test report of the MFJ back a few years. Surprisingly, it 
compared favorably (i.e., 0-2 S-units below) a fullwave 40m horiz. 
loop. The MFJ was in a second story room while the loop was up 
pretty nicely outside. 


The report left me with the inclination to use one if circumstances 
ever forced me to do so. 


As mentioned by others, the report noted the fact that its bandwidth 
is very narrow, so moving 10kHz requires retuning. But it also noted 
that the auto-tuner feature makes like easier. 


As far as how they work, that always depends upon circumstances and 

what your objectives are. If you just want to make contacts on 20m, 

the MFJ will probably fill the bill. Then again, I had a nice long QSO on 
30m with a G on the west coast of England with 10Qw to his MFJ. Now, 

that is "working out"!

While I do not have an exact answer for you, I would like to point out 
that there is a short reference article in the Current Issue of the QRP 
ARCI Quarterly Journal, on page 12 in the Idea Exchange. Overtone 
Operation with the NE602/612. It was written by Mike Branca, W3IRZ 
<w3irz@att.net>. 


It was the result of a Question by Leon Heller, G1HSM one of the regulars 
on QRP-L reflector. 


The example Oscillator Circuit (Fig.6) shows the following details. 


Pin 8 + volts, Pin 3 Ground, Pin 6 Overtone Crystal to Ground and a 27 pF 
Capacitor to pin 7, Pin 7 has a 68 pF to Ground. That is a normal 


configuration for the oscillator. Then they have added a .01 uF from Pin 7 
to the top of a parallel connected Coil and Trimmer Capacitor that will 
resonate at the desired overtone frequency. The other side of the Coil and 
Capacitor are connected to Ground. It worked like a charm according to 
Leon. 


I hope that this will be useful information for you and others.

I just got up, not very high, like 20 feet, my 44 foot wire fed 
with 300 ohm Radio Shack ribbon, about 30 feet. I got it up in time to 
check into the High Noon net and the net control said I'm much stronger 
than usual. This was on 7.240 MHz 


On 20 meters it seems there is a lot of RF in the shack and it 
got into the mike. So some sort of ground is needed on this band. On 17 
meters it didn't seem to be very open. I heard some guys but could not 
break in. On 15 meters I talked to Argentina to a guy who has no english 
and we conversed in spanish. Ten meters loaded up fine but no signals 
were heard. 


My first opinions are that this antenna will work fine for 
someone who is living in a small apartment and can get to the roof to 
put up the 44 foot wire and snake the 300 ohm ribbon through a window to 
your station.
